Hat neighbour or friend is he, who ſecing his 
next or beloved in danger, doch not cry, 
take heed ? and though ſuch one may be found, yer 
cannot - we hold our peace : Generations finfull and 
adulterous, why ſhould we feare or ſhame, to ſpeake 
amongſt yee ? your number ? Jnd Hath it not been 
alwayes the complain of the holy Ghoſt,in the dayes 
of the Prophets, Apoſtles, and to this houre ? Lord 
who hath beleeved our ſayings ? and to whom is thy arm re- 
vealed 2 your noſtrils ? whoſe power is breath not to 
be counted of ? nay, we are not only ready to give 
up our bodies, but our ſouls to be _ in wit- 
neſſe of the ule pleaded before yee this day 3 or 
ſhould our voyce be aſhamed of her preparation ?

And yet thou 
ſayeſt, 1 am his houſe, his ſan&uary, and place of his 
dwelling : wherefore ( Diſcourſers ) a wonder ſhall 


| be wrought in your eye today, all the gates of his 


City ſhall be laid open before yee, and none of yee 
ſhall enter intoir. 

All are wiſe, and every one ſhall give account ac- 
cording to that he hath received ; 1 aske then, and 
have not all received? yes verily, the voice of God 
is writcen up, an-i placed in th'cyes or hea'ts of all, 
as it js wirtren, Theiy ſound is gone forth over all the earth, 
and their words unto the worlds end. But all have nor 0- 
beyed, as teſt fieth the Prophet ; and therefore the 
Kingdome of Heaven is likened to a Freld.contairivg 
Corne and Weedes: to a Net, enclofi: g fiſh of all 
ſorts, good and bad: to a Wedding, whereunto all 
were bidden, thoſe that refuſ. d, thoſe that came 
prepared, and thoſe that came and were n+ t appar- 
relled : to Servants, goods diligent, fairhfull, bad, 
flow, and unprofitable : ro Virgins, ſome wiſe, who!e 
lamps did watch while they flepr, fone fooliſh.who'e 
lamps did ſleep with them: to a houſe, of great and 
large recett. garniſhed with v«flells of gold and filver, 
of wood and clay, then and in that day to be imploy- 
ed to their uſe of honour and diſhonour, when he 
ſhall come in glory, to judge and reward the world, 
ſeparare the ſtranger from the child, the goat from 
the ſheep, the finner from the juſt : ard this is the 
Kingdome whereof it is written, Many are called. 

Lords of Sodome,may it then pleate your dead and 
dry eyes to confider, thar in this gicat ccmpany of 
hearers, rwo ſpectall differing companies are com- 
mended unto yee : th'one that heating the voyce, 
obeyeth and doth ic ; th'other, thats hearing rranſ-

ments of Gnd, obſerve and do them, are called in 
Scripture, beio.ed, free, choſen, beauttfull, children of pro- 
miſe, veſſells of mer cy, Iſrael, Jacob, his pou his beri- 
rage, a hnly Nation, « holy City,a kingly (+ bol Prieft-hood, 
his houſe, his Temple, is Tabernacle. Saris, Sion, Hieru- 
ſalem from above, the pillar and upholder of truth, his ume, 
his Church, his Body, bis Spſe, and ſuch like : com- 
ared to a Builder, that digged deep, and laid his 
Cntuten on the Rock, whoſe work endured the 
day to comes, and gave glory to the worker: toa 
Graine of Muſtard-ſeede, whoſe great increave for his 
little body, Is marvellous compared with other 
hearbs ; to Leeven, Which ſeafoneth the whole 
wherein it is hid ; toa Pearle of price, for which the - 
Jeweller adventureth by Sex, by Land, by fire, by 
water to attaine ; toa Field wherem lyeth hidden a 
treaſure of ſuch quality,that the pofſefſorſellerh all he 
hath, ro make a purchaſe thereof : ro a Seede, prof- 
pering from Blade roſtalk, from ſtalk to head, the 
Lord of the ground neither ſleeping nor waking 
kuowing how : And this is the generation of them 
thac ſeek him, che portion and Kingdome whereof ir 
is written, But few are choſen. And of this company 
a no othes, ſpe rkerh the Scripture, which faith : 
Where twn or three be Tgathered together in my 
name, there am I im the mid} of them. And againe : 
And behold I am with you from day to ever, even to the 
worlds end, And againe, Feare not lintle flocks, for it 
hath pleaſed your Father to give you a Kingdome. And 
againe, And / will intreate the Fatber, and he ſhall give 
you endther Comforter, who _- remaine with you for e- 
wer. And -g2ine, But when the Syirit of truth com- 
meth, be ſhall leade you into all wrath, And this ,

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City and houſe ſpiriruall, bujlt upon the head of the 
corner, which through the ſtrength and gloxy of the 
foundation, remaineth avd liverh for eyer, as it is 
written, And upon this Rock will I build my Church, and 
the gates of bell ſhall zot prevaile againſt ber. And this 
is the Church and San&vary of God, the ſtones of 
life and glory everlaſting, dildained and crodden un- 
der of worldly builders, prepared notwithſtanding 
from above, and appointed to ſerys for his Taberna- 
cle and p'ace of his dwelling : for he that is high- 
et, dwelleth nor in Temples made wich hands, as 
ceftifierch the Propher. Heavens is my ſeat, and earth is 
my foot ſtoole, what place of reſt will yee build unio me 
( faith the Lord ) © bouſe of Tſrael ? Theſe things had 
yee underſtood, then had yee beene wilc ard learned 
Scribes, and Ike nato the houſholder, which bring- 
eth forth of his ſtore avd proviſion, as time ard oc* 
caſi1n ſerveth. 1d and vew. 

And this is ſhe which eireth nor, dillentech nor, 
for all her Children are eneved with 2 tongue and ta- 
(ter of cruth : Mare Prepared with one and ſelfe- 
ſame water : all are ——_ oue and {clt-fame fire : 
all are Sci vants to one and (cli-fame Lord, who by 
the ſweet and accepted Sacrifice of his owne body 
hath \aucified, and made then! of finners, Sonnes of 
God, as it is wri:ten : He that ſanFifieth , and they 
which ave (anBified, are all of one. 

And this is ihee which prepareth her (clfe for the 
Wedding, arrayed ina white and righteous carmen, 
which her Lord the Bride groome giveth her with 
{Jamp watchivg night ard day, waiterh and attend- 
ahHis.comming, whoſe modelt countenance, who:e 
chaſt and comely ſteps, walk in our ſticers, and.the 
world regarderh not 3 for :1cr name is hidden, writ- 
ten in the heart, not in. the sKane. and the light of 


-her beauty is in the ſpirit within, nor in the letrec 


withour, whoſe praiſe is not of n.en, but of God, 
A 4 And 
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And yet thou fayeſt, let me ſee her: behold, he that 
wiireth teſtifierh before the Throne of God and all 
his holy Angells, that he knowech nor any one this 
day» after the fleſh, that raketh part with him : what 
then, ſhall I ſay 1 am left alone? God forbid; for 1 
ſee and heare with th'ears and eyes of my fovle, the 
groans, the chains and tears of ſeven thoufand, v hoſe 
obedience is greater then mine, and of which num- 
ber I am che leaſt, and as a poore, and miſerable, and 
borne out of tinic, am not worthy to be one of 
them. 

And this is ſhe who once ( Balaam ) walkt in thy 
ftreers, and all th' earth was blled with her beauty, 
untill thy Father lifred up his f.wcic head, purſuing 
her blood and generation : for there is enmity be- 
rweene him and her, her ſeed and his for ever, but 
the laid her Babe before the Throne of God, whoſe 
eye deſended it from all his teeth and fury, And in 
thoſe daYes, her Lord the Bridegroome gave her rwo 
wings, whole Feathers were made of the word of 
truth, and ſhe flew into the Wildeinetſr, where ſhe 
had a reſt provided (rom the face and feare of her e- 
, nemy, ITS, and ties, and halfe a time ; and chere 
remaineth ſhee, her houre, her day, her moneth, and 
her yeare, cating no other thing then that which God 
giveth her. And thy Father fell heavy, exceeding 
wroth thereat: and fat him downe by the Sea fide, 
in a Throne newly ereftcd to 1h'honour of his name, 
monrning and pining, that the woman with her Boy 
had ſcap'r his hands ſo. And calling his powers and 
counſel! about him, deviſing, found out a way t'ap- 
peaſe his wrath, namely to be reveng'd bot on the 
remnant of her ſeed which ſhee lett behind : and 
while he fat in Confiſtory, ſeeking beſt means: r'ac- 
comphſh his purpoſe, tho lifredſt ap thy Noſe ont 
Cf the many waters, and preſently his dump was tur- 
n'd toa dance; thy heads and hornes were lo like his 

owne, 
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owne, that he rejoyced wholly to fee thy unhappy 
day, and having nothing greater to ſhew his love,par- 
ted with thee his Kingdomes, and glory therecf, 
planted thee in his old and arcient Throne, where 
once his name was honoured,and gave into thy hand 
his great power, and chiefeſt of his hoaſt, Wonders, 
Lyes, Murder, and bad thee warre and have no feare, 
for it was appointed, the third borne among the 
Sons of men, ſhou'd be ſubdued unto thee. And it 
pleaſed the Lamb to give thee leave among the reſt, 
ro bid battel rothe tced ard remainder of his hand- 
maid, and to give bp their hlocd tothe pleaſure of 
thy Swords, during the thouſand rwo hundred and 
fixry, the dayes of relegation : bur when thoſe two 
and forty moneths ſhall be expir'd , rhou ſhalt lay 
downe thy proud waves, and he that is higheſt, ſhall 
ſer thee alive in judgement, and the earth ſhall ac- 
cuſe thee of deceit, the Heavens of blaſphemy, and 
thou ſhalt be divided, and cur out in pieces, for thou 
haſt troubled the meek, and him that purſued peaces 
haſt loved lyers, deſtroyed the true and fruirfoll 
branch, and overthrowse the walls of fuch as movur- 
n'd; and did thee no harme.. And in that day, thy 
Crownes ſhall be turn'd rci baldnelie.thy filke to na- 
kedneſſe, thy ſweet and pleating voices to houling, 
thy lights to darknefſe, and the bloc cf his ſervants 
ſhall he weigh before thee, ard value irunto thee, 
and thy parts ſhall burne vartill thoo pay the priee 
thereof. And that judgement may even now be- 
gin to take hold of thy bones, ir ſhall be ſhewed thee 
this day, what manner of men they are, which heare, 
and doe the Commandements of Ged, their bredth, 
their length, their heigrh, their depth. their name 
and their countenance, ſhall be }aid before rhee, and 
thou, thy Prophets ard Children, ſhall ſee,and won- 
der, and die. 

All are learned, all have knowledge,and the cove- 


nant 
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nant of death was written in our hearts, whey wee 
were yet but tender, lodged and (leeping in the loins 
of Adam, wrapt us up in our fins, end cranſgrefſions, 
like as the Spider in his toile the filly Flic,agaioft the 
day of flaughrer. But he that is higheſt, pictying 
the world which he loved fo, in the riches of his be- 
nigpity, deviſed a way, to ſet free againe the work of 
his hand, which law chrough fin had imbondaged to 
death, and made a reſtament of life and peace, in 
the blood and mediation of his Son,the price and re- 
demprion of that which was loſt, and wrote inheri- 
tors of his mercifull Covenant, all and as many as be- 
leeved in the Mediator thereof. And unto Adem, 
his loſt Child, gave ir he, laying 3 The ſeede of the wo- 
man ſhall bruiſe the Serpents bead, and ail the Children 
of Promiſe raoke hold thereon, imbracing ihe feed 
which by the death of death, delivered rhe ſinner : 
And unto Abraham his Servant renewed he his Co- 
venants , Caſt me out Agar with her Sonne ( quorh 
he ) for thar which is borne afce: fleſh is bond, and 
ſhall not inherire with the free. And rewembring 
his mercy, promiſed in his time to viſite Sara, and to 
raiſe vato him a ſeed, which ſhoald be the joy of ma- 
oy Nations: and Abrahambelecved, and got a grave 
and honourable name above all his Brechren, name. 
ly, to be the Father of all thoſe mavy Nations, rhat 
were to inherire the Covenant and Teſtament of 
promiſe. And by the hand of Moſes his faithfull, 
calling Iſrael unto him in the Wildernetſe, before 
the fearfull Mount, gave unto them the Covenant of 
caprivity once fur all, written downe by rhe hand of 
his Angell, in two Tables of ſtore, commanding it to 
be ſet up in the eye of 1ſrae!, rhat they might ſee and 
read their wounds and tranſereilions, which had ſub- 
ducd them to death, and calling to mind his Teſta- 
ment of mercy, wherein from beginning his fovle de- 
lighted, promiſed by the ſame Moſes, to raiſe qhem 
up 
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up a Propher from among their Brerhren, like unto 
him, and every foule rhat would inherire his favour 
and Covenant of promiſe, ſhoo'd heare him And 
Moſes calling Irael rogerher,reſtified unto chem char 
day, heaven and carth bearing witnefſe. he had fer 
life and death, curſe and blefling, ro wit, the Cove- 
nants of works and faith, of Law and grace before 
them. Bur Ifracls heart was far, and uoderftood 
nor all thefe rhmgs, and ſeeking the inheritance by 
the Law of works which had concluded chem being 
yet anborne under curke and reproode, fell our, and 
toft rhe way which led to the blefſing and hand of 
the Fathers covenanted by promiſe ; bet by David 
his Boy, whom his hear t appſoved.calleth rhem back 
agame, 4 FAarwrns Th xogdig ( faith hee ) 
%urol I ix racer Ta; ids us, giving them 10 
underſtand the rable of Sima, whereon they thoughr 
to ſave rhemſelves ; juſtified to their face, all their 
doings were abominable, as it is written ; The 
locked downe from heaven upm the Sons of men, 10 ſee if 
there were «ny that underftood and ſought after God. But 
behold, they are all gone aſtray, all are become abominable, 
there is not one thas doth good, no not one : There is not 4 
godly to be found on earth : not a righteous amongſt the 
ſons of men, all lie in wait for blood, and every man hunteth 
his neighbour «as with a ne' : he that is beſt i» but a byyer, 
and he that is moſt righteous as athorne. And ever and 
anonTemembring his mercy, teſtified by the ſame 
David, that if they would artaine the Land and In- 
herirance promiſed the Farhers, they ſhould nor of- 
fer him his beaſts or his birds ro cate, bur uniharden 
their hearts, and heare his voyce tha: day, 'that then 
itſhould come to paſt, they ſhould enter into his re- 
poſe, and Cangar (pirituall, into the which rheir Fa- 
thers could not for their unbeliefe. AllrchePro- 
-phers bearing witneſſe thereunto, that looke how 
high the beavens were diſtant from rhe carth, ſo far 
wcrc 
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were his offerings diftering from theirs : for all their 
wayes and thoughts were ſpotred like to the garment 
of a Tyger, tranſpreffors of his fiery Covenant which 
he ſtrake with their Fathers in Horeb, as it is written, 
And tbe teſtament which I gave them they kept not, and my 
ſoule deſpiſed them ( ſaith the Lord. ) And ftill and 
evermore remembring his mercy, commended unto 
them the day ro come, wherein he would ſtrike a 
new and an everlaſting Commandement with the 
houſe of Iſrael, nor like to that he covenanted "n the 
Wildernefſe, which neither they nor their Fathers 
were able to beare, but his new Covenant ſhuld be 
a Covenant of mercy and love, and no man ſhould be 
able ratraine ir, by rending his Garmevt, by Rams, 
or ſtreams of Oyle, but by rending his heart, by hea- 
ting and beleeving the redemption which ſhould be 
ſer in Sjon : for he had ſaid, and would not repent 
for ever, The juſt ſhell live by faith. But Iſrael was hard, 
and evermore in heart turned back intro the Wilder- 
neſſe, chuſing rather to be the Sons of Agar, inhabi- 
rants of Sina, which ingendereth to death, then chil- 
dren of promiſe, Citizens of Jeruſalem from above, 
which begertcth to life : refuſed his Law and Teſta» 
ment of grace, ſo often covenanted and commended 
unto them : which he notwithſtanding in fulneſſe 
of time performed unto Jacob, ſending downe out of 
his boſome the Mediator thereof. apparrelled in 
blood, mounted on his little hill in his ciry of peace, 
with promiſe, that every ſinner ſhould be deliver'd 
from ſhame, that putreth rruſt in him. And when 
the time came, was found walking in rhe ftreers of 
Jeruſalem, his ſteps beautifull, as are the ſteps of God: 
the flames and Angells of heaven, aſcending and de- 
ſcending at his commandement ; and ir was fulfil- 
ed which was ſpoken, In Jury is God knowne, great 
1s his name in Iſrael ; and opening his mouth raughr 
them, and marvellous gracious and true were the 
words which proceeded from him : told _

their Fathers were wonderſully indeed fed and cloa- 
thed in thg Wildernefle, and yer were dead, becauſe 
they were nor fe nor cloathed with him, who fee- 
deth and arayeth to lite cverlaſting : and the food 
and rayment which he gave, was his blood, and they 
that are fed and apparrelled ther ewith are thoſe that 
beleeve in him : commanded them not to work as 
did their Fathers in the Wilderneſſe, but as did A- 
braham, whoic Children they pretended to be and 
were not, for he beleeved in him, being yer but pro- 
miſed, whom they refuſed, now performed, and wit- 
reſſed plainly in their cares that day, there were no 
other works bur theſe alone, thar led from the rod 
of th'oppreſſor ro the Land of promiſe, ſaying, This 
is to doe the work, and commandement of God, to believe in 
bim whom God bath ſent. Which thing your Fathers 
the Phariſees denying to doe, evermore ſeeking 
( after their hard and brazen progevirors) r'cſta- 
bliſh a righreouſnefle avd juſtice of their owne, to 
work the works and Commanqements of God, ac- 
cording to their way and meaning, by doing, refu- 
ſing the juſtice appointed by God, ro work his works 
and Commandements according to his way & mea- 
ning, by beleeving : ruſhed againſt the ſquare, appro- 
ved, precious ſtone which was ſet up in Sien, and 
were bruiled and broken to death everlaſting. 

And doeſt thou know ( Balaam ) what ir is t9 be- 
leeve ia him whom God hath ſent * We (peak the things 
we know,and teſtifie what we have ſeen and learnt : 
That which is borne from below is fleſh;ſubdued un- 
to fin, imbondaged to death, and cannot ſee thiin- 
hericance and K'1ngdome of God 3 wherefore it was 
requiſite a new birth to be eſtabliſhed, ſubduing the 
fleſh unto the ſpirit, delivering irom the power of 
hy, avd breaking the chaines of death. Withour 
the which, vaine and impoſſible is the Commande- 
ment, to beheve in him whom God hath ſent : as itis 
written, Un/eſſe a man be begotten by water and by thy holy 

Ghot- 
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Ghft, he cannot enter into the Kingdome of God. 

So many Baaliſts heapt on another, at. your cone 
ſpiracy held at Trent, againſt God, and his anointed, 
and knew not what it is to be borne of water and of 
the holy Ghoſt ? have ye indeed fo planed the c:-4- 
rures of God, wrought in them a beliefe, ye are ſuc* 
celſors and diſpenſers m heavenly things, and under« 
ſtand nor earthly ? 

There was a man fent from God, his name was 

obn, your Fathers ran out in troops to ſec him, a 
ange and ſour fellow,was nor lodg'd like a Prince, 
nor clnathed like a Courtier, neither wine nor warer 
dranke he, no other drinke bur rears, and in his 
mouth never entered bread. 

Murderters, how chanceth it, that hanging vp his 
dead hody in your Courts and Caves, drawing it 
through your ſtreets once a yeare at the leaſt, deny- 
ing it the natura'l courreſie of bariall, you have not 
conſidered rhat he was appointed from heaven, the 
Minilter of the Baptiſme of water ? as of himſelfe he 
reſtifech in a place, ſ:ying : He that ſent me to baptize 
with water (aid unto me, on whom thou ſeeſt the Spirit diſ- 
cend and tarry he it ts that baptizeth with the holy Ghoſt. 
Doe yee k10w wherefore his Lord gave him that ho- 
nour«ble reft mony ? namely, that he was more then 
a Propher, and thar among all the ſons of women, 
there was none to be found his greater ? becauſe, 
wt {> 15 not prepared by him, which was appointed

O juſt and righteous judgement of God, which by 
a low and ſimple word, hath ſealed ro reprove the 
wilkedome of the world, and hidden from her pmoud 
and prudent Childien, the knowledge of his truth 
and heavenly rhivgs, and ſhewed it ro-babes : for c 
ven fo it pleaſeth him. 

Murderers, may your penance yield ſuch fruit a: 
bringeth forth this mans repemance ? behold ths 
man hath loſt his raft, and reliſh in fin for ever, and 
m the wayes whercin his fonle delighred once, and 
rooke his comſe with pleaiure, now grieveth, tes

I caitye all heſore the judgement ſcar of Go 
this day, and lay unto your charge, ye have nc 
knowie nor learnt theſe things, ard ate neverthe 
lefſe the worthy frums, which the preparer of Ira 
hath cryed our unto ye, theſe many hundred yea 
to bring forth. Re 
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Reproved and unbaprized hearts and ears, like 2 
your farhers , which evermore refiſted the holy 
Ghoſt, ſo do ye: vvhat hatch he ar any time vvric- 
ten with rears, and ye not opened and read laugh - 
ing ? vyvhen hath he commended ye his orders in 
grave and ſunerall robes , and ye not reproved, fay- 
ing, his humour is to melancholy ? what voyce 
hach heſent in lovv and ſervants tire, and ye nor 
deſpiſed, and (aid, his invention is fimpe ? vvhen 
hath he encountred thoſe bar'd and bolred hearts of 
yours, with great and ſtrong crycs, and ye nor 
blaſphemed, and rold him h'is mud ? and hovy 
may he cook or ſpice his C2ma andements, to have 
them approved of your mouths, fo vvayward an1 
out of taſt ? Children of goe to death, which of you 
reproveith him that writeth of a Ive? wheretore 
thus ſaith the truth, poore Sodvwne ſhall rife in thar 
day, and lifr up their bloubred heads out of their 
darke dwelling, and the eye of the Judge ſhal: pity 
their captivity in reſpe&t of yours ; for had they 
heard the Mournere ſong as you have heard to day, 
the light of their repentance had ſhined amongſt 
us even to this houre : hut this is the $a xaxcy 
X11 Tnpey pour'd out upnn yer, ſuch a botch,fuch a 
ExAnporzpdia as the day ſhall come, that a- 
mong all the finfull generatious of n'en, no one 
may be found (o adyulrerous, that wiil approve thee 
ha1 been on earth ar any time, a race lo ſtif and 
caſt away, as hearing all theſe things, would nor- 
vvicthſtanding vvorſhip Be!. And he that is higheſt, 
ſhall ſhevy his name, in getting honour over ye, aud 
becauſe ye vyould not learn aud vvalk in his vraycs, 
ſhall give ye up unto your ovvne, in blindneſſe, | ke

Thi: man is now lo aFured his finnes ate ſoi given 
Linas func and pertwvaded,that his Lord and Redee- 
mer was once dead, now liverh,& vever dyeth more, 
what Regiſter may record the finances of him, whoſe 
tranſgrefi;ons God lorgeiteth ? what power way dit- 
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cover the nakedneſſe of him,whole ſhime and oftence 
God covereth ? who ſhall be ablc to caſt away whom 
God approveth ? or lay to che charge oft him , whom 
God chooſeth? may finne wherejn he was conceived? 
may rreſpalle and filchinelſe where ir his youth de- 
liehred © may the bold and blondvy oft -nces . which 
Ins age hath commirted ? may fleſh and infirmiries 
wherewith he is clothed ? may powers and blaſphe- 
mies, wherewith he is compatied ? nay, this man js ar 
reſt, fully perfwaded, God bring with him. nothing 
may prevaile againſt him ; as it is wirten, God iwſtify* 
mg who may condemne? This nan is now lo alſured,God 
loveth him, as that he is furc and fully perſwaded, 
neither fire nor ſword,neither death nor hier orher 
Angels,nor powers, nor pt incipalities, neither things 
preſent, nor things to come, ncicher natures above, 
nor depths below , nor any creatuie other whatioe- 

er, may feparate him from the love which God bear- 
eth him, in Chriſt Jeſus his Lord. 

And this is the faith of 4h1aham, and of Abrahams 
poſterity, which reacheth juſtice ro the ſinner, aud 
life unto the juſt; as it is written £ But the jajt ſÞall Ive 
by faith. And this is the ta1th , whereof thiholy 
Ghcoft proveuncerh, by the mouth of his fervant Poul, 
ty a place, ſaying ; Being juſtified rhevefore by fatth, wee 
have peace with God in Cbriff Jeſus rur Ind. For he 
is truly juſtified, whoſe ſfinncs are forgives as it 's 
written 2 Bleſſeil is the man w4 ſe ſinnes are forgiven, and 
whoſe tranſgreſſions are cwered, And he is rule at Peace 
and one with God , that 1s belov« d of him: and all 
this grace is reacht unto him in Chriſt, aud chrough 
him, as it is wiitten : Fer death and b-nlage was given 
by Moſes 3 but grace and truth by Chriſt Joſs Aud this 
is the reſt. and peace from above, the birth and bap» 
tiſme of the holy Ghoſt , the fire rhat purgeih the 
fonnes of men, transforming them from ſinners, into 
the ſonnes of God © and no man ſhall {ee ir , or have 
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his part therein, that cannot fing the ſong of the lit- 
tle children, which ſat in the marker place, crying 
and calling one t'another : We have mourned , and yee 
have nit ſorrowed. 

Murtherers ſtand forth; tell me. may you compare 
yorr belecfe with this mans faith ? behold,thou he- 
leeveſt one onely God Father Almighty, of whom 
are all things , and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt his onely 
Sonne, for whom, and by whom are all things : and 
one Spirit God holy Ghoſt, proceeding from rhe Fa» 
ther and the Sonne, the power, the life , and quick- 
ner of al: things : ard thon beleeveſt that the Sonne 
in the fulnefſe of rime, deſcended from the bolum 
of his Father, came into the world, was made fleſh, 
conceived by rhe holy Ghoſt, borne of a Virzin, and 
thc he dyed and roſe againe, for the redemption of 
all thac belceve in his holy name : and theu belee- 
veſt,thole thar bele: ve in him are his Church choſen 
and gathered from all the winds, a Company unde- 
filed, a holy Univer firic, as he is holy that hath cho- 
ſea them : and thou belceveſt they wayle and weep, 
and joy together , and thou belceveſt their Lord is 
mounted up in'o the heavens , ſeared on the righ: 
hand of God, all power in heaven and in earth ſub- 
dued unto him : and thou belecveſt all fleſh ſhall riſe 
and ſtan b-fore him, every man to receive accord- 
ng :o his thoughts. And all theſe things belecvelt 
thou ? cthov doeſt well, thy farher the Devill bclee- 
veth them alſo: and ir is fo farre, that this faith may 
fave either thee or him, as that jt ſhall encreaſe both 
your ſtripes : for unto whom much is commirted, of 
him much ſhall be required : and he that knoweth 
and doth nor, ſhall be beaten with many rods : And 
better it were thou hadſt never been borne, then co 
have heard and beleec ved all theſe things, and not to 
have forrowed with the Mourner. And this was the 
faith of Simon Magus, .one of your ficſt- borne, who 
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hearing Philip preaching, th'Incarna: ion, Death. and 
Reſurreion of the Lord Jeſus, and forgiveneſſe of 
finnes in his holy name, and ſeeing the giear and 
wonderfull works wrought by the fame beleeved the 
promile and revelation of life, and was baprized, as 
it is written 3 And Simon al/o beleeved , and was baptt- 
zed : and yer was neither begotten by water, nor by 
the holy'Ghoſt:he he!cev'd as did the lyar his fathers 
of whom he learnt his jugling; to plane the creatures 
of God, and was reborne by water from below, not 
able to beger the ſinner a new : for it is impoſhble 
that bloud of heaſts, or warer of {ounraines, may ci- 
the purge of prepare the finver. And therefore Pe- 
ter comming to Samariazto purye thoſe finners whom 
Philip had prepared by water from above , laid his 
finger ro the wound : fellow ( qu1th he ) thou haſt no 
part nor fellowſhip with us, nor in this adminiftrari- 
on, and ſhewed kim the canſe why, namely, his un- 
repenrance : giving him t'underſtand, it was nor pol- 
ſible for his foule ro be purz'd of that gall and bir- 
rernefſe wherein ir lay, becauſe his hearr was nor pre- 
pared by water Ard th's wi the faith of the Tray- 
tor » thy predecefſor ( Balaam ) who (ol7 the truth 
and life everlaſting, for rhe reward of iniquirte like 
un'o thee, he knew and b« leeved as thou doefſt, that 
the blond of his Vaſtcr was innocent hloud, and was 
baprized with the {fe lave bapriſme wherewirh 
thou art baprize1, and ver was nciiher begotren hy 
warer, nor by the holy Cheſt , for it was nor poſhble 
for him ro be purg'(d with Peter.his heart un rokens 
hard, and cruel), r. frfivg ra ſorrow with rhe Mour- 
ner. And this was the faith of Juſtin thy Paſtor (| 
ronch your myſtecrie now Sir Balan ) whoſe broad 
ſcale and ſubſcription, hangerch even this day wnro 
thy letcers Patrens, confirming thy Throve and Vi- 
cardome to thee and thy poſterity was baprized with 
the ſelfe-ſame bapriſme » here-with thou art } apri- 
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zed,and begotten by the ſelfe-ſame faith which thou 


beleeveſt , and yer ch'uncleane fpiric re-entred his 
houſe prepared and ſwept, and his blaſphemous end 
is knowne to yee all this day, to be worſe then his 
beginning : but had he been begotten by rhe faith 
which Abraham beleeved, th'enemy at the rerurne 
with his ſcven thouſand powers, had found his houſe 
guarded by the ſtronger, the watchman of Iſracl had 
defended his gates, and kept his walls from ruine: 
but it was not poſſible for him to be clenſed with 
Abraham, his heart not prepared with water like unto 
Abrahams, for his foule was found among the ſtifte 
uncircumciſed children > which would not regard 
their fellowes, crying : Wee have mourned, and ye have 
not ſorrowed. But L will leave thy penance , thy be- 
licfe,with all and every point of thy Dottrine,to him 
that commeth afrer, behold, a voyce ſhall riſe againſt 
thee, diſcover thy blaſphemics contained in thy con- 
ſpiracy held art Trent , againſt rhe holy one of Iiracl, 
and Jacob his choſen,and ſtrike thee fo, with the two 
witneſſes of God, our of whole mouth comes fire to 
deſtroy the gaineſayer, that all thy Magicians, all thy 
falle reformed Prophets, ſhall nor be able to recover 
thee to liſe againe : and returne unto the man who 
once laboured and w2:s loſt, but now refreſhed and is 
iound againe, whole warre and woes arc turned to 
ſuch a peace and joy , as the world can neither give, 
nor rake away from him:and let us make reſearch in- 
to his life, beholding how he worketh : he that is 
_ will marke his ſteps , and follow where he go- 
eth. 

Like as the good and ſruitfull Tree, planted by 
the river tide, bringeth forth her ſruir io rime aud 
duc ſeaſon : fo fruitfull now is this branch become, 
and after the rwo noble parts of his faith, ſpreaderh 
our his coor ro moiſtneſſe, and bringeth forth,a dou- 
ble fruit, Th'affurance of mercy and forgiveneſſe of 
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- his fione, worketh in him fuch a irne and perfet ha- 


cred of finne, as no man knowerh bur he chat is bap- 
tized in Silo with him :' and this hatred dwelleth nor 
idle, hidden up, and ſlecping in bim , bur as a Cine 
built ypon a hill, ſhewerh hi> baſiions and beauty ro 
the palſers by : ſo breaketh forth this fire within him, 
making knowne to all his members, the power and 
ſtrength thereof : retiring them from their old and 
wonted wayes, remembiing unto him, wah what a 
precious bath and price he 15 waſht and bought from 
th*uncleane and vaine converfation wherein once he 
walked, now and ever afrer to be holy, as he is holy 
that hath choſen him. What ſountaines may yecld 
water enough to bewaile the ftare' of this man ? for 
in his members he finderh a law, bidding avd com- 
manding unrighteouſne Hetutifing to regard his plea- 
ſures paſt, maintaming to be bold roretnene againe , 
caſting before him day and vight che vomit , which 
now his fouic hath caſt up, and bleederh co fee or ro 
remember more : and im his f(piric firderth another 
law, remembring unto him the day of tis rrouble, 
when jeare ard judgement led him chained ro dearh, 
and how he followed weeping au! Had rothing ro 
lay for himſelfe : how then and in that day, he pirry- 
ed and delivered him , with charge © rewember, 
with what a great and precious charpe he was redee- 
med and recovered againe, commanding him there- 
fore nor trodare to look backe , of grieve the feed of 
God, the holy one, that hath done all thefe things 
for him. Ah poore and wiſcrable foule, who ſhall de- 
liver him from his body of fone ? for roche law of 
his ſpiric conſenteth he, loveth aud faine would doc 
thercajter, but cannot, for he dwellerh in a hoofe of 
rebellion,not contented alone ro purſue him by day, 
as it is wiitren : All the day long am 1 puroſbed, and cba- 
friſcd every morning + but while the wight Ienderth the 
Iirtle eaſe unto his heavic eye, his menwbers watch to 
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finne. Like righteous Lot in Sodome, fo dwelleth he 
cloſed in a Cirtie , whoſe buildings are rranſgrefſions, 
whoſe ſtreers are waves of exror, whoſe bulwat kes are 
the ſtrength of death, whoſe gates doe leade to hell: 
dying daily, rormeured daily, crying daily, to he de- 
livered from finne, or from the body thereof, and in 
a great and ſtrong patience, though now of all crea- 
races moſt miſerable, ſcorned of Angels, difdained of 
wen, hared of the wor Id, purſued of his owne , un- 
ſpeakeably endureth a!l : hoping with a hope, which 
canic4 be confounded, for tt ce revelation of his life, 
laid up in the boſom of his Lord and Redeemer, then 
and in thar houre to he declared and given him, 
when he ſhall come to judge the world with arigh- 
reous judgement: rendring to every man alt and 
truly, according to the wayes wherem his heart hath 
walked. And this is the death to finne, the great at- 
flittion, happy man that hath his pare therein, for he 
fhall ſce rhe day wherein he ſhall hunger no more, 
nor thiiſt any more, wherein the Sunne ſhall not 
burne him by day , ner fire ky nighe any more : for 
the Lambe that loveth hir.ſhall feed and cover him, 
and lead him to the founraines of warer of life, and 
fatisfic him, and deliver his cye 10m reares, ard he 
ſhall weepe no more. 

Th'other branch of his faith, ramcly thafh- 
rance that God loveth him, worketh in him of clie 
contrary part, ſnch a love of God, and f his Lord 
and Redeerrer, as nv man knoweth bur he that hath 
it: and this hidden and ſecret name reſterh ©: i Ve, 
covered or fleepirg in hm 3, bur as a Sacrit | 
ed, doth prove it lelfe ſeaſoned ro the movrh 4 he 
talter : fo breaketh forth this hidden light, nd 
ſhewerh her beams unto the Worlds end : avc-rd- 
ing to the Commandement : He that loreth Grd bv: 
veth hrs brother alſo ; not him alone, with whom he 
prayeth, weepeth, rcjoyceth daily, which love is 
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commended unto him by the names of gaadeagie 
and Ws dmnavs but now loverh he every man as 
his brother, knowledging every man his neighbour 
on whom he may have mercy, every man his brother 
whom he may love: which love is commended unto 
him by the names of «yan and iss Tapras, and 
called in Scripture, the love of God. Becauſe it is nor 
learnt of fleſh, nor after the will of fleſh, but of 
God, and by his example : who being fellowed in 
glory with the higheſt,diſrobed himſelfe of his beau- 
ty, came downe into the world, was found amongſt 
us, in weakneſſe, in fleſh and ſhape of a ſervant, obes* 
dient to death, even to the death of the Tree, for the 
Redemprion of thoſe, that were his ſworne enemies. 
And this is the Love, which the World can neither 
give nor receive, the Love which forbeareth and is 
gentle, void of envy, vanteth not, whoſe counte- 
nance is humbled, whoſe ſteps are modeſt, alway 
ſeeking good to others, uot giving place ro anger, 
never found deviſing or joying in evill, bur alway 
rejoycing in the company of ruth : beareth all 
things, belceveth all things, hopeth all things, <n- 
dureth all things. And this is the perfſeGtion, the 
new Commandement, the Garment dipt in the pre- 
cious price, whoſe ofren praiſe, ſhineth in the rwo 
Lamps which burne befor e the Throne of God, and 
no man can ſee it, or have his payt therein, that hath 
not received the promiſe. and fpirir of adoprion, 
wherein he cryeth, Abba father. Whar wilt thou 
doe to this man to rake his love frem him ? wilt 
thou revile him, charge him with names ot Heretick, 
SeQary, privare ſpirit, Devill? he ( bearing in mind 
thy blaſphemy of old, and how thou didfſt call his 
Lord Grate and knowing the Diſciple is nox 
above his Maſtcr, nor ſervant greater then he that 
(eur him, ) openeth his mourh 2vud blefferh thee +; 
for hc *5emembreth the Commandement of his 
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Lord, Blefe them that curſe 0e. Wile thou hare him! .T 
lye in wait for him ? and ſweare in rhy heart to be vs 
his enemy ? he weepeth, and loverh thee : for hee * © 
remembreth the Commandement of his Lord : But! Mons 
ſay unto you, love your enemies. Wilt thou bend thy = 
bxow and fiſt againſt him ? lay thy hand to the ®" 
ſword, and drive him into the corners of thearth: 12! 
hee goc th weeping and prayeth for thee : for he r6 ork 
membreth the Commandement of his Lord : Prg © 
for them that perſeeute ye. Wilt thou lay thy hand ®! 
and authority upon him ? draw him through thy res 
ſtreers, and beat out his braines with the ftone © | 
thereof ? he liſting up his v'yce, commenderh his. Ex 
ſpirit and laft requeſt, unto his God and Father, be- = 
ſeeching him, to forgive his blood ante thee, and wh 
lleepeth, for he remembreth how in like caſe, his **'© 
Lord the Lamb did ſo. And this'%s the renovation 7 
ſpicituall, and firli reſurreGion, Happy man thar harh "<4 
his part therein, for the ſecond death ſhall rake no 
hold on him. Who layeth tro the charge of this = 
wan ?

his correfted cuſtomes ? I ' ko 
This man if he have beene a Worſkipper of the-*'5 
Beaſt, returning ro himſclſe, ſallerh downe, and bro: *** 
ken to water, powreth out his complaint before the 
Throne of God, confeſſerh he was conceived in _ 
darkneſſe, his birth was blafphemy, his bringing up 7 
deſtruftion, beſeecherh him ro remember his Teſts ®? 
ment and Covenant of mercy, wherein from the be- 
ginning his ſoule fo delighted, in it to pity, and gx 
ther vp againe the blood, which fin and abhominati- 
on hath ſpilr 3; and ralſed up, comes out of Her, evet 
after oftererh Sacrifice well waſht with water, the 
fire of heaven conſuming, and viving up the favour 
before the Throne of God, ro whom, in his Lord and 
Redeemer, he is now reconciled, and dyerh inward ,; 
night and day, remembring the treaſon of his hife 1, 
paſt.

he neſſe hath ſhine ; Aud raiſed up, doth ſo no mere, 
ever afrer breaketh h's bread unto the hungry 3 re- 
ſtoreth che poore mans pledge, that lycrth bleeding 
by him. rendreth to him to whom he hath done 
wrang 3 hath geace and love with all men ; catcrh

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Come forth ye Theeves and Murtherers, out of 
your Dens and Pallaces, you that have filled the aire 
with voices boaſting your works, and called the hea- 
vens into the field, deſpiſed their wayes in reſpett of 
your works. Like as if the Thiſtle ſhould brag :- of 
his F:gees, or Thorne ſhould vannt it (elſe againſt 
the Vine of Canaan, and ſay, her berries were better 
Grapes then hers: Vipers tell us, may the fruit be 
good when the Tree i3 bad ? Serpents, how can you 
do good works, your ſelves being evill ? bur be 
cauſe ye have call'd him out, modeſt and fearful! a: 
he is, he comes, accepteth the controverſie, and may 
ye indeed, fer your prayers and your pilgrimages by 
his? -1ay ye compare your faſts, your mercy, and 
your almes with his ? Looke how a graine imbalan- 
ced apainſt the round world, is found light and to 
beare no ſcale at all: ſo are ye found blind, dead, 
and abominable, weighed with this man, held up by 
the finger of him,whoſe Hand is an everlaſting Scep- 
ter, a rod and rule of equity. 

Murtherers, dare ye to ſet your prayers by his! 
Behold this man, early in the morning, and late in 
the night ſeaſon, with broken and humbled knees, 
preſemeth himſelfe before the Throne of Gnd : and 
having n'other Father but him alone, in ſure conf: 
dence lifring up his voyce, confefling his poverty, 


ſhame, and confuſion : giveth all praiſe, honour, and- 


glory, unto his Holy name: and utterly aſhamed 
now, of his owne will and walks, beſeecheth him tr 
powre downe his promiſe, the ruler and governout 
of his Kingdome, that being ſanfified and guided 
byir,he may ever afrer walk in his Commandements 
and worke his holy will, even as his ſervants, which 
minifter before his Throne in Heaven. And there 
ro knowledging he is fed and cloathed, not by hi 
owne Carke and care, but by the Hand and prov+ 
dence of his Heavenly Father, commendeth = 
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him his body, and the life thereof, beſeeching, 
though he be not worthy the leaſt of his mercies, 
it may pleaſe him norwichſtanding, ro continue his 
love and graces towards him, and caliing to mind his 
ſeven fold oftence committed before him that day, 
fallech dowae, diffolved into water, beſeccheth him 

to looke upon his Lord and Redeemer, in him, and 

for his fake,to cover his faulr and oftence commirred, 
calling him to witnefſe unto his poor and drycd foul, 
how that the Sun hath vor gone down wvupon his an- 
ger tha! dav.and leing the weaknes, wherein he dwel- 
leth, the power and pride of umightcouſnelſegwhere- 
ja he's as with a Gazmentmantled,in great and ſtrong 
reares, cryeth unto his God aad Fathc; to deliver 
him from th*'#gypt, and wounds of Hiencmy, thar 
no rempration may lead him to commit ev1'l in his 
ſight. And rherewithall in quiernelic and fure ruſt, 
reclineth himſclfe upon th'arme of his Heavenly Fa- 
ther, kaowing in it dwelleth ali fircngih, Kingdome 
and power, to fave and deliver the foul that putteth 
cruſt in him. And thus, aud fo praveth he, in forme 
and manner as his Lora hath taughr him. 

Thou warcheſt and rifcſt carly, Ike him that wair 
eth innocent blood, and comming forth, bow: ſt thy 
ſclfe before the rranlgreftion and abhominarion of 
th Heathen, and not conſidering the Sunne js darke- 
ned, openeſt thy bold and filthy mouth, blaſphe 
ming his Tabernacles which are in Heaven, fett-np 
them up as did thy Fathers in the Wildernctle, 40 
loch and Repham, gods of Apt, to giicve rh'cars of 
the Holy Ghoſt. 

For as betwcene God and the fnrer, theore is but 
one Mediator, and Reconciler, Jelus Cl itt the righ- 
teous : fothere is but one onely Advocate, ard In- 
rerceſſor berweene God and the beleever, namely, 
the Spirit, wh ch proceedeth ſrom the Father and 
the Sonne, whole right hand dw:lleth in the boſome

ot the Redeemer, and leis in th'heart of the be'ee- 
ver: and hfrmg up from had co other, his pocte 
an broken voices pointed with reares, placerh them 
befo:e the Throne of God, and giveth rhe tacn 
grace throvg) h'- prefentation, that they ſtaad a- 
mong his holy Ar-g:ls, belr-Iding hs fice day and 
nighe, depart nor his eye nur memory, vM 21! their 
requeſts be grantel. And thi: is the grear and ho: 
nouravle Advocate, whole 1rcicetfion fo farie ex- 
ce'leth in power, in w- ith nee, in grace, in glory, 
th'interceffion 4 the mother of Chriſt, his brethren, 
his ſiſters, b+s Prophers, his Apoft cs, his Servants, 
his Sanots and M+ tyrs, as is the blood of the Lamb 
of Gerry] more excellent and precious, then is rhe 
blood of Abel. And this is the high and holy one, 
thier beareth record with his poore ſervant, which 
wrote i! eſe thin2s, and we-know that his record is 
rue, thereuno bearing witnefſe, rhovſand tighes and 
rears, aud rar jr wighr be confirmed, under rhree, 
the love of Grd diftafet in his heart, the Garment 
dipr in the blood of the Lamh, cryeth out unto yee, 
teſtifymg with him theſe things are true. And be- 
ing compaſſed wirh reſtifiers, in number ſo ſufficient, 
in qua'ity 'Oo honourable, yer have yee not received 
our wirnelſe. and bchold on earth there are none ro 
he found, rhar haves, or may, or ſhall beare wirneſſe 
ro the truth, bur rheſe rhree alone. 

Murtherers, may yee compare Your pilgrimages 
with his ? hehold, thou goeſt from Citric to Cirie, 
from one place ro another , and weariefſt thy ſelfe in 
waves and lahours , which no man requireth at thy 
hands, and when they fay unto rhee . Goe intro the 
wildernefi ro this or that Hermites Cave, there ſhalt 
thou (-c the life, and imitation of che Lamb, and of 
his ſervant Fabn : or come to rhis grave, goe to rhat, 
here ar Lyretta, there at Compoſtella, rhere ſhalt thou 
ſee the powers of God , and of his holy one, thou 
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( not caring nor conſidering they are the comman- 
dements of abhomination thar fitterh in the place 
where he ought not ) goeſt, beleeveſt, adding ro thy 
blaſphemy, ſcorne and derifion,oftering to rhe High- 
eſt, the labour and ſtinke of thy feete, for the finne 
of thy ſoule. 

This wan, all the dayes of his life, are the dayes 
of his pilgrimage , wherein like the childe that be- 
waileth the death of his Mother, covered with darke 
and meursing colours, wandreth the defarts of this 
life, in an aſ'nred hope, one day to come to a Cirie 
promiſed, whoſe walls are made of everlaſting ſtones, 
whoſe ſoundarion is the ſtrength of God,whoſe tow- 
er's his glory- And if any voyce fay ro him, goe into 
the wilderneſſe to this or that F remires denne, there 
ſhalt thou ſee Chriſt:ro rheſe or to rhoſe dead bones, 
there ſhalt thou ſee his works of wonder : he abhor- 
reth it, for he remembrerh the commandement of 
his Lord. Put goe not 4 beleeve nt, take heed , behold, I 
have foretold yee all. 

Murtherers . may vee compare your faſtings with 
his ? Behold thor eateſt fiſh ovce and rwice a weeke 
to honour God withall. Feyptians, who hath required 
this honovr ar your hands ? careth he » hether th-u 
eare the f&ſh of fiſh. or the tlcſh of Beaſts ? hath he 
not made rear for bellies , belies for mears : and 
ſhall he nor deftroy borh ir and them ? And knoweſt 
thou indeed thHat which entreth into the belly e-ech 
out into the dravghr, and dwft preſume r'honovr 
him with either one or other ? wherefore thus ſairh 
the truth, the ſacrifice and fafts of Hiemalem ſhall 
riſe in judgement againſt rh'ofterings, and fiſh-faſts 
of Babylna 3, and had yee knowne what ' har Scripture 
meaneth . Ns man drinhine old Wine , will traight w:h 
commend the new,for he ſaith th'old is bet;), then had ve 
never condemned the new and true faſt. r'eſtabliſh a 
faſt more vile ard filthy then was the faſt of PÞ»ri- 
fies. " Th;$ 
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This man,all the dayes of his pilgrimage are a Con» 

rinuall faſt, nighr and day fafterh he, his bread is be- 
come afflition, his wine 15 turned to trouble, becauſe 
the Bridegroom is taken 'from him , and his Lord 
whom he ioverh ſo, is gone into a farre Country. 
And as concerning meates and bellies, this man is 
ravghr of God, thar befides the perſon of a Chriſtian, 
( in which reſpe& all rhe creatures of God are clean 
unto him), received in godlinefſe , moderation, and 
thankeſgiving ) he ſuſtameth the perſon of a Citi- 
Zen, and knowing his King, his Governours, or State, 
wherevnader he is placed , for your and probable 
cauſes, rending tothe peace and maintenance of the 
many ( which God eſpecially will have preſerved ) 
have authority ro command, and forbid in meates, in 
drinkes, in cloath, in dayes, and ſuch like : fo eaterh, 
ſo drinketh, ſo weareth, ſo keepeth he, as his Prince 
commandeth, giving to his Prince th*obedience that 
to a Prince belongeth, and honoureth his God with 
th'honour, which ro God appertaineth. 

Murtherers, may ye compare your almes, and mer- 
cy with his ? Behold, thon devoureſt the widdow; 
and watereſt the ſeed of adulterie, and fayeſt thou 
feedeſt Orphans, arrayeſt thy (elfe with the ſpoile of 
Kingdomes, and nouriſheſt Dragons , egges of Ser- 
pents,and every unclean bird,and fayeſt thou feedeſt 
the ſonnes of Prophets : Forle, how canſt thou give 
a drinke of cold water to a Prophet , thy ſelfe being 
none of the generation «f Prophets ? Balaam , doeſt 
thon know him that wrote theſe things ? or haſt thou 
conſidered his hunger and his wants, as thou regard- 
ing paſſeſt by, like one of the dead and rotren graves 
of Sodome, covered with whice, with Crimſon, and 
pavonats , perigrey written ON thy head befor e, and 
on thy ſcuil behind C aaopnula? defireth he thy gold, 
thy pors, thy puddings, and thy purples, which thou 
haſt bought ſo deare ? nay, Baleam , he mm =_ 
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Lord, whoſe inheritance is rh'earth and the plenty 
thereof : hath he ſadled his Aﬀe ar any time, and po- 
ſted afrer Balaks preferment like unto thee ? Nay, 
Balaam, then let his foule be given up toan unre- 
penrance, like as is thine, haſt thou any thing ro give, 
that he defires to receive ? no Balaam, he ſeeks not 
thine bur thee, and this is his defire,char thou and all 
= world this day were lik« unto him, excepting his 
nne. 

Murtherers, and dare yee talke of mercy ? then 
tell us, when have ye ſeene Chriſt hungry. and given 
him t'care ? when have ye ſeene him chirſtie, and gi- 
ven him to drinke ? when have ye fooud him a ſtran- 
ger, and opened unto him ? when kave ye mer him 
naked, and cloathed hin ? whey have yee kno wne 
him weake, and comforted him ? in priſon, and vifſi- 
ted him ? Can ye miniſter ro whom yee know nor ? 
can ye feed, harbor, cover, comforr, viſir. whom yee 
ſee not ? behol4 ( Pharites ) I rell ye a mvſterie. vee 
ſhall never ſee nor know, thoſe little ones his hr erbren 
ro whom yee ſhould have miniſtred , vnleſſe your 
hearrs can n-<'r and ſorrow with th-m : have ye not 
read ( ye wiſards ) that the blind ſhall ſee . and they that 
ſee ſhall be made blind ? This is *he judeement which 
God hath tent 1nro rhe world.and ir is marvellons this 
day in our eyes : behold, this an, as rovching rhe 
mercy which he ought to doe, eareth his bread with 
the empty , and with che diie and thirſty ground 
weepeth he, the pilgrim and the ſoiourner, are ever

worſhipped the Be.ſt, received the print of his name; he 
and ſcrup in their Tents and dwellings, his Table gqq 
and imitation, rejoyce and clap rheir hands there, 
over, ſhall be throwne our, and have their part withy,, 
blaſphemers, whoſe fire quencheth nor, whoſe ſtinkeg;..
